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NEW CITY CHARTERS 

Interesting Provisions of Recent Legislation 
Affecting Municipal Government 


The Inst. Legislature authorized the 
various cities of the Commonwealth 
to decide for themselves what form of 
charter they desired, instead of making 
individual appeals to the General Court 
for sporadic changes. 

The law provides for four different 
plans, known as A, B, C, and 1), with 
uniform provisions applicable to all the 
plans. 

In this first article we shall discuss 
the uniform features of the new 
scheme. 

The law requires the signatures of 
ten per cent of the registered vote to 
place the question ot adoption on the 
ballot at the succeeding state election, 
and if more than one plan and petition 
is filed, that filed first will appear on 
the ballot. If the vote on this plan is 
adverse, the same plan cannot be 
placed on the ballot for at least a year, 
but any other plan can he presented to 
the people at the next state election. 
If the plan is adopted by a majority 
vote, no change can be made for at 
least lour years. The various city of- 
ficials provided by the new plan will 
be elected on the third Tuesday of the 
following December and take office on 
the first Monday of January. No pri- 
mary or caucus can be held and ihe 
names of candidates for the various of- 
fices arc placed on the ballot by nom- 
ination papers, containing at least 2 
per cent of the vote cast in the same 
district lor governor the preceding 
month. 

The new city council or commission 
has power to reorganize, consolidate, or 
abolish existing city departments, es- 
tablish new departments and increase 
or reduce salaries ol city officials. It 
car. make rules for its own govern- 
ment, shall elect a city clerk for 3 
years, and require ihe mayor or any 
city official to appear at its meetings 
and answer questions. All ordinances 
and lean orders must bo published in 
a newspaper ten days before final ac- 
tion. and again after passage. The 
mayor’s office force is exempt from civil 
service rules. The mayor, members 
of the city council and school commit- 
tee are prohibited from taking part in 
contracts with the city of receiving 


commission or bonuses on city work 
under penntltics of $1000 fine, impris- 
onment for a year and a void contract. 
All contracts of $200 or over must he 
advertised for two weeks, must he in 
writing and accompanied by sufficient 
sureties. 

An unusual provision is that which 
prohibits the purchase of land for mun- 
icipal purposes at a price exceeding 25 
per cent increase over the assessed 
value, and requiring action under the 
right of eminent domain if such is the 
case. 

The school committee snail consist 
of six members and the mayor, elected 
for three years each with power to 
elect a superintendent of schools and 
appoint all assistants, janitors, etc. 
The committee lias absolute control 
over school buildings, including re- 
pairs, which is not now the case, and 
the site and plans for any new school 
buildings must be approved by them. 
Their meetings must he open except 
that a private meeting may be held on 
request of four members. 

The law provides for the use of the 
initiative and referendum on measures 
before the city council and school com- 
mittee. If the petition is signed by 20% 
of the registered voters of the city, the 
body to which it is addressed — city 
council or school committee — must 
pass the measure without alteration 
within 20 days, or a special election 
must he cnlled and the matter submit- 
ted to the vote of the people. If the 
petition is signed by at least 8% of the 
registered voters of the city, the body 
signed by at least 8 per cent of the 
registered voters and under 20 per cent, 
and the city council or school commit- 
tee does not pass the measure within 
20 days, it shall be placed on the ballot 
at the next regular city election. If 
within 20 days after any measure has 
been passed by either the city council 
or school committee, a petition protest- 
ing against the same or any part there- 
of, is filed signed by 12 per cent of the 
registered voters, the city council or 
school committee shall at once recon- 
sider the measure, and if not rescinded 
shall submit the same to the voters 
at the next regular city election or

Alderman Abbott B. Rice of Newton 
(’ontre filed on Wednesday, nomina- 
tion papers with City Clerk Grant, to 
place his name on the ballot at the 
coming city election as a Republican 
Independent candidate for mayor. He 
will oppose Mayor Edwin O. Childs 
who received both the Democratic and 
Republican nominations at the recent 
municipal primary, where Mr. Rice 
was third. Mr. Rice’s entry as an in- 
dependent candidate was not unex- 
pected, but it is the opinion of many 
that he will he badly defeated by 
Mayor Childs. 

The only other contest on the ballot 
at the city election besides that for 
mayor is for ward alderman in ward 
2 between Alderman Fred M. Blan- 
chard, president of the board, and 
Daniel O’Connell, and it is possible 
that Mr. O’Connell may withdraw.

Mr. Charles F. Rogers, a native and 
life long resident of this city, died 
Tuesday morning at the home of his 
daughter. Mrs. Charles E. Lord on 
Claremont avenue. Newton. Mr. Rog- 
ers was born in Newton and the son of 
the late Aaron and Elizabeth Rogers, 
the family being one of the early set- 
tlers of Newton. He entered the drug 
business at an early age and as a 
young man had a drug store in Howes 
block which formerly stood near 
Coles Block on Centre street. Later 
he was in the wholesale drug business 
in Boston for some years and then 
opened a drug store in Brackett's 
block in Newton which he owned for 
many years, being succeeded in that 
business by the late Fred A. Hubbard. 
Mr. Rogers was one of the assessors 
of Newton from 1893 to 1909 and since 
that time has been engaged in the in- 
surance business in Boston. He has 
been a life long attendant of Channing 
Church. 

Mr. Rogers was twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Caroline A. Free- 
man of Newton Upper Falls, who died 
in 18S0. and his second wife. Mrs. 
Martha B. F. Kelsey iSeaver) of Rox- 
burv, who died in 1912. He is survived 
by two children by his first wife, Mr. 
Charles F. Rogers, Jr. of Newton Up- 
per Falls and Mrs. Charles E. Lord 
(Effie M. Rogers) of Newton. 

Funeral services were held from Mr. 
Lord's residence yesterday afternoon 
in charge of Rev. Harry Lutz of Chan- 
ning Church and the interment was at 
Newton Cemetery.

EDITORIAL 


The splendid example of the foolish- 
ness of our present primary law which 
we have just experienced is sufficient 
reason for nt least considering the pos 
sibility of attempting a change in our 
city charter, which would remedy this 
condition. The last Legislature au- 
thorized the cities of the Common- 
wealth to change their charters by vote 
of the people, in four different ways, 
First, to provide for a mayor and 
city council of 9 members, elected for 
two years each, the councillors to be 
elected nt large and the mayor to have 
absolute power of appointment and re- 
moval of all city officials. 

Second, to provide for a mayor and 
council of 11 members. 7 chosen by 
wards and 4 at large and elected for 
two years each, the power of the mayor 
to appoint and remove city officials 
subject to action of the city council. 

Third, a mayor and 4 commissioners, 
elected for two years each, appoint- 
ments and removals to be under the di- 
rection of the commissioner in charge 
of the department, and subject to ap- 
proval of the commissioners sitting as 
a city council. 

Fourth, a city council of 5 members, 
one of whom shall be the mayor, elect- 
ed for two years each, and who shall 
appoint a city manager, who shall have 
all the administrative and executive 
powers of the city, subject to control 
of the council. 

Under all the proposed plans of gov 
ernment. the ballot shall be without 
party designation, and a primary or 
caucus is prohibited, the names being 
placed on the ballot by nomination 
papers. 

The law provides that any one of 
these four plans can be placed on the 
ballot at the next state election on 
petition of ten per cent of the voting 
list (about 800 in this city) and if ap- 
proved by the voters shall take effect 
immediately so far as the election of 
municipal officers is concerned, and the 
persons eo elected shall take office the 
next January. 

The editor of the GRAPHIC will en- 
deavor in the near future to discuss 
these various plans in detail and com- 
pare them with the present city char- 
ter.

The Metropolitan Park Commission 
was authorized by an act of the Legis- 
lature approved May 28, 1915 to con- 
struct a bridge over the Charles river 
at Commonwealth avenue, and not- 
withstanding the great need of having 
this work all completed by early sum- 
mer, has at the present time not even 
had its plans made for the work. The 
danger to travel at this point under 
present conditions is considerable, and 
it would seem to be the part of com- 
mon sense to take advantage of the 
season of light traffic to build this im- 
portant bridge.

STATE HOUSE 1LLUMIN ATKD 

Thr beautiful illumination of the 
front of the State House under the di- 
rection of The Edison Electric Illumin- 
ating Company of Boston is in observ- 
ance of Electrical Prosperity Week 
and will continue every night until 
next Saturday night front dark until 
midnight. 

The effect secured, which is a com- 
plete illumination of the entire front of ' 
the Stnte House without any lights j 
and shadows is produced by the prin 
ciple of what is now known ns flood 
lighting. It is new to Boston and New 
England, but has been used with very 
wonderful effects at the Panama Pacific 
Exposition. 

The mechanism consists of electric 
lamps centered in powerful reflectors 
16 in. in diameter at the face, arranged 
in batteries or tiers on the roofs of 
neighboring buildings. 

The reflectors are from ISO to 400 
feet away from the face of the State 
House. By arranging these focusing re- 
flectors in batteries at different points 
different angles for the light are se- 
cured. so that every nook and corner 
is illuminated. In the apex of each 
reflector there is a lamp known as the 
500 watt Mazda lamp of the so-called 
projector type. 

It is estimated that each lamp 
throws a beam of 100,000 candle power, 
which makes the total projected from 
the seventy*:uur (74) reflectors 7,400,- 
000 candle power. 


01, D LAND >1 MIK GOING 


Another old land mark is being torn 
down in Newton Highlands. This 
time, it is the “Old Tavern." which has 
stood for over a century at the corner 
of Elliot and Bovlston streets. The Inn 
was the changing place for the stage 
coaches running over the old turnpike 
from Boston to Shrewsbury and was 
reckoned then ns being about a two 
hours run from the State House. 

It is a very interesting sight to look 
thru the old building at this time. 
You will find band forged locks, bing- 
es. screws and nails. The oak planks 
used for floor boards are eighteen to 
twenty inches in width and in excel- 
lent state of preservation. The beams 
are all hand hewn and the old fire- 
places are remarkable samples of solid 
masonry. 

The Tnvern and lnnd has been sold 
to Edward J. Ball of Newton Highlands 
thru the real estate Arm of William 
J. Cozens and Son. Mr. Ball will im- 
mediately erect three modern stucco 
semi-detached houses, colonial type, 
on the old site, which will be ready for 
occupancy about March 1st. 

It will be interesting to know’ that 
Mr. A. T. Bennall who has charge of 
the tearing down of the building, lias 
found many rare antiques among 
which is a United States penny dnted 
“1S12" and another coin dated “1847."

C. S. LECTURE 

Abstract of Rccenl Address by Willis F. 
5 Gross. C.S.B. on Monday Evening 

A largely attended lecture on Chris- 
tian Science by Willis F. Gross. C.S.B.. 
was given in Temple Hall. Newton- 
ville Monday evening, Nov. 29th. The 
lecturer was happily introduced by 
Mr. E. H. Kencli of Ncwtonville and 
spoke in part as follows: 

Many helpless invalids have wished 
it were possible to heal the sick today 
in the same manner as the sick were 
healed by the primitive Christians. 
Most persons are persuaded that if 
such good works could he accom- 
plished, the hope of overcoming the ills 
of the flesh would rest upon a more 
sure foundation. The Science of 
Christianity demonstrates that It is 
possible to henl “all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease" with- 
out resource to any other than spirit 
uni means. 

When it is asked why the signs do 
not follow today ns of old. the answer 
is there is no longer any need of mira- 
cles as an evidence of the truth of 
Christianity: the good effects of re- 
ligious teachings nre sufficient evi- 
dence that the Christian religion is 
true. 

It is a mistake to conclude that the 
physical healing accomplished by the 
early Christians was only for the pur- 
pose of establishing the truth of Chris- 
tianity. Is the forgiveness of sin mi- 
raculous? It is not so regarded. Why 
should the healing of sickness he con- 
sidered miraculous any more than the 
destruction of sin? Christianity should 
make a man healthy as well as holy, 
and it would do so if material the- 
ories did not limit the power of Truth. 

A person gains nothing by assuming 
there are abundant evidences of the 
truth of Christianity and that first 
proofs are no longer necessary, where 
as he would gain much by contending 
for “the faith that was once- delivered 
unto the saints.” 

It is believed by many that disease 
i and suffering are to a certain extent 
in accordance with the divine plan. 

! Jesus regarded human experience from 
an entirely different point of view, and 
his success in overcoming discordant 
conditions proved that his faith was 
right. He was as successful in healing 
sickness as he was in destroying sin. 
Why then should he not be considered 
an authority in one case as well as in 
the other? Nowhere did he intimate 
by word or deed that different reme- 
I dies are required.

Mr. Samuel A. D. Sheppard of Ames- 
bury, a former well-known resident of 
Newton, died on Sunday at the home 
of his son, Mr. Robert K. Sheppard on 
Ashton park, Newton Centre, where he 
had been spending the Thanksgiving 
‘ holiday. 

Mr. Sheppard resided for many years 
on Arlington street, Newton, and was a 
prominent member of Immanuel Bap- 
tist Church. He also was a member of 
the Newton board of aldermen in 1891- 
92. 

For nearly a half century Mr. Shep- 
pard conducted a drug store at Wash- 
ington and Dover streets, Boston, and 
was well known in the pharmaceutical 
world. 

He was born in Manchester in 1842 
and, after going to school in Salem, 
entered business at the age of sixteen 
years, learning the retail pharmacy 
business in the store of Brown & Price. 
He remained with that firm ten years 
and came to Boston, where on March 
4, 1868, he established a pharmacy at 
the corner of Washington and Dover 
streets which he remained the owner 
up to fifteen years ago, when he retired 
from the active management. In 1874 
the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy 
gave Mr. Sheppard the degree of Ph.G., 
and in 1908 lie was honored with Pli. 
M. from the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy. 

Mr. Sheppard was a director and 
member of the advisory committee of 
the South End National Bank, and a 
trustee of the Boston Penny Savings 
Bank. He was president of the Mass- 
achusetts College of Pharmacy and 
chairman of the board of trustees, and 
a member of the Boston Druggists’ As- 
sociation. For some years he was pres- 
ident of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association and had acted as treasurer 
for some years. He was also trustee 
of the United States Pharmacopoeial 
Convention.

DEATH OF AIH. ROBERT BLUE 

Mr. Robert Blue, a resident of New- 
ton for nearly 40 years, died at an 
early hour Saturday morning, Nov. 27, 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
James Boyd, 00 Nevada street, pneu- 
monia being the immediate cause of 
his decease. 

Mr. Blue was born at Kilbride, Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, August 23, 1835, and in 
1859 was married to Miss Agnes Mc- 
Dougall, who died in 1904. He learned 
his trade in the old country and be- 
.cume known as an expert knitter 
*\vhose services were highly valued by 
the concerns by which he was em- 
ployed. He was a member and regular 
■attendant of the Men’s Bible Class of 
the North Evangelical Church and was 
considered one of the ablest thinkers 
on the subjects under discussion. Re- 
markably well read on a great variety 
of subjects, Mr. Blue was a rarely in- 
telligent conversationalist, speaking 
with a quiet enthusiasm that inspired 
his hearers. 

Although in failing health for sev- 
eral months, Mr. Blue preserved his 
fine physique to the end and bore 
his four score years lightly. At the 
last state election he walked to the 
polls and back, telling his daughter ou 
his return that he had voted the 
“Straight Republican Ticket,” adding 
"and i voted for the Women, toq!” 

The funeral service was held on 
Monday afternoon at the late homo of 
the deceased and was in charge of 
Rev. Robert Rae, pastor of the North 
Church. In addition to the usual ritu- 
al, fitting remarks were made by Mr. 
Rae, setting forth the noble simplicity 
of the religious faith of the man whose 
neighbors and relatives had gathered 
to testify their love and respect. "He 
leadeth me” and "Go bury thy sorrow,” 
favorite hymns of the deceased, were 
sung by members of the North Church 
choir. Many floral offerings came 
from friends and relatives, several 
beautiful designs expressing the af- 
fection of children and grandchildren. 
Interment was in the family lot at 
Newton Cemetery. 

Mr. Blue is survived by a goodly 
number of descendants; seven sons, 
two daughters, twenty-three grand- 
children and three great-grandchil- 
dren. A younger sister, Mrs. Hugh 
Boyd, is still living in Scotland. One 
son, the Rev. James McDougall Blue, 
is well known as Chaplain of the Bos- 
ton Seaman’s Friend Society.

8en«ltlrlng Blue-Print Paper. 

In an attempt to engineer around 
the difficulty encountered In moist cli- 
mates where special care must be 
takon in storing quantities of unox- 
posod blue print paper, a simple appa- 
ratus has been built which allows an 
individual user to sensitize paper as 
it is needed. In operating It, a roll 
of blank paper is fed into the machine 
from a point near the base. As this 
Is drawn upward It is passed over a 
coating cylinder which is supplied 
with a chemical solution. After the 
paper is treated, It iB passed across 
a roller in an electrically heated dry- 
ing oven and is then wound. The 
paper is 42 inches in width and may 
be used within an hour after the sen- 
sitizing operation. Tho machine has 
an output varying, from 150 to 200 
yards an hour. — Popular Mechanico.

Old Trinity House. 

Trinity House, which celebrated its 
400tli anniversary a few days ago, is 
famed across the Seven Seas. The 
first general lighthouse and pilotage 
authority in the United Kingdom, it 
has played an important part in nauti- 
cal affairs throughout the period dur- 
ing which Britain has been the mis- 
tress of the oceans. The organization, 
an association of master mariners, 
was an important institution at the 
time, in 1514, when it was granted its 
first charter by Henry VIII, the anni- 
versary of which event has recently 
been observed. 


One Really Funny Thing. 

"There is only one really funn> 
thing in life," an artist philosopher 
confided. "That is clothes. Naked 
savages seldom laugh, and when they 
do laugh it is not the laugh of humor. 
It is the laugh of disdain or triumph. 
Fact is. they haven’t anything to laugh 
at. Nothing is out of tune, nothing is 
out of style. They can’t masquerade, 
they can’t pretend. They can’t be 
funny until they get hold of some 
civilized person’s necktie and old hat. 
After that, they can become as con- 
ventional and ridiculous as the most 
civilized.” 


Warmth of Pine Needles. 

John H. Ehlers has described the re- 
sult of measurements of the internal 
temperature of pine leaves in winter, 
obtained by means of ingenious ther- 
mo-electric apparatus. He found that 
these leaves, under winter conditions 
maintain temperatures from two to 
ten degrees centigrade higher than 
the surrounding a’r, owing to the ab- 
sorption of radiant energy. 

The average of 650 readings taken 
in February between the hours of 
8 a. m. and 3 p. m. was a little more 
than three degrees above the air tem- 
perature. 


Asbestos. 

Most of us know little more of as- 
bestos, the strange rock fiber that is 
almost as soft and pliable as cotton 
or woolen fabric, than that it is used 
in making fireproof theater curtains. 
In other ways it is fast coming into 
use as a "safety-first" building ma- 
terial. Not only does it protect against 
fire, says tho Youth’s Companion, but 
it is also a nonconductor of heat, and 
is therefore useful in preserving an 
even temperature. Most of what w-e 
use in this country comes from Can- 
ada. but Arizona is now beginning to 
produce asbestos of excellent quality.

THE NEED IN FRANCE 


Editor Graphic. Dear Sir: 

When the war broke out. many small 
French towns could not believe It was 
more than a demonstration, until al- 
most without warning the wounded 
arrived. They were laid out upon the 
gravel station platform until they 
could be brought up to the town upon 
Improvised stretchers, chairs or hand 
carts, pushed by women and children. 
They were often laid on the floor of 
the school house, which there was no 
time to sweep. sometimes hun- 
dreds of men. One small town was 
warned at the opening of the war it 
might expect one hundred and fifty; 
with two months it received two 
thousand. Seeing these conditions, a 
young Englishman came to this coun- 
try at his own expense last May to 
secure the articles of which there was 
such tragic dearth in France; surgical 
instruments, gauze, dressings, drugs, 
rubber gloves and sheeting, air cush- 
ions. hospital supplies of every kind, 
socks, slippers, underwear, shirts, pa- 
jamas, sheets and blankets. Since that 
time an enormous organization has 
been built up. hut small in proportion 
to the need, which no one ever dreamed 
would become so terrific. Think of 
about half the population of greater 
Boston, all wounded. To even begin' 
to supply such an emergency, five re- 
quirements must be met; 

1. Money to buy material. 

2. Material made up into required 
articles. 

3. Articles put and kept in stock. 

4. Articles collated in stock depot 
for exact requirements of each hospi 
tal. 

5. Transportation to such hospitals. 

I wish to say a word about numbers 

3 and 4. Any one who has had ex 
perience in managing a stock room 
knows that it is about as difficult to 
carry stock for one demand as for 
hundreds. Where stock is manufac- 
tured, it cannot be made to advantage 
in small quantities, and while mak- 
ing the various articles required by 
one hospital it is about as easy to make 
for many. The work of keeping track 
of supply of stock expected and ar- 
rived. of making good sudden heavy 
demands on one or another article — Im- 
possible to foresee — , and of filling re- 
quisitions from individual hospitals 
without omitting some of the items 
which may be critically needed, is an 
enormous undertaking, but Just the 
work which is most important to make 
most effective, relief designed for hun- 
dreds of hospituls. A central depot 
provided with ample cataloging sys- 
tem and clerical force with ample 
funds to replace quickly depleted 
stock from England while waiting for 
shipments from America. In casting 
about for a place where we can in the 
general, cataclysm do something with 
our time or money we are often be- 
wildered, hut it would seem doubtful 
whether any one crying need is more 
pressing just now than that of a cen- 
tral depot in Paris for supplying all 
the hospitals, at least $10,000 must be 
paid in before starting and of this 
$2000 had already been obtained. It is 
hoped that the hank checks now circu- 
lating about Newton may largely in 
crease this fund the coming week

tnko to select fragmentary utterances 
from the Sermon on the Mount and 
the Insisting that underneath them lie 
universal prinelples. 

The church a spiritualizing force In 
the world to make all things new to 
transform, to transfigure. It meets 
man's central want as Money, Educa- 
tion, Legislation cannot do. The most 
potent factor in the world today he 
cause it Is getting man's soul and so- 
ciety's soul right with God. And to 
get man’s soul, and society’s soul right 
with God is to get everything else 
right. 


Rev. A. J. Music . , at the Central Con- 
ff relational Church 


In order thnt any institution may 
flourish and live it must have large 
tasks and opportunities, nnd power 
and courage in some adequate meas- 
ure to meet its opportunities. As to 
the first, the church never faced 
greater opportunities than today. The 
world is asking, for example, that the 
church re-state, re-interpret. re-ap- 
ply to its spiritual need, the message 
of Jesus. There is a demand for a re- 
ligious interpretation of life; materi- 
alism ami agnosticism do not hold the 
center of the stage as in the last half 
of the nineteenth century. The church 
has a flue opportunity to help solve 
the social problem — to hold before the 
wealthy, the powerful nnd the middle 
classes the Christ, idenl of society, the 
ideal of democracy and brotherhood, 
short of which they may not rest con- 
tent, no matter how well off they may 
be from a selfish standpoint; and to 
hold before the laboring masses the 
Christ-method of love by which alone 
the radiant society of their hopes can 
be leached and maintained. In the 
third place, the church has the great- 
est chance of, the centuries to make 
Christianity the religion of the world 
in actual fact. 

Is the church awake to her chnnce 
and able to seize it? On the whole, 
yes. Many men and women are earn- 
estly trying to re-state the message 
of Jesus. The social conscience of 
the church was never more sensitive 
than today. The church never before 
faced so squarely the task of world- 
evangelization. Let us remember, 
however, that we ourselves must in 
large part make the answer to the 
question, will the church measure 
up to her task? We are the church. 
We must carry hen to victory — or de- 
feat. 

In an early Christian work enti- 
tled. "The Shepherd of Hernias” the 
author tells about a vision of the 
church he had seen. First the church 
seemed to him an nged, exhausted 
woman; then a strong woman of ma- 
ture age; then a young and beautiful 
maiden on the threshold of woman- 
hood. We may put our own inter- 
pretation on that vision. To many 
the church has seemed like that aged 
woman, spent and exhausted. To 
others the church has seemed like 
the strong, mature woman, capable, 
infallible, "the mother of us all," able 
to understand, guide and rule all life. 
But we may have a truer conception 
now. We know the church is not in- 
fallible, all-powerful; we admit that. 
Neither do we believe that she is old 
and worn-out. To us the church is the 
benutiful maiden whose life and tasks 
are but just beginning, whose history 
is yet to be written. And we are the 
soldiers and friends whom she sum- 
mons to her standard, whose daring 
and faithfulness must determine 
whether she will he equal to the task 
of understanding the whole message 
of Jesus, preaching it to the whole 
world, and applying it to the whole of 
life. 


Rev. E. if. L. Could, at the Church 
of the New Jerusalem 


The greatest thing that the church 
can do for the community, today and 
always, is to supply it with ideals. 
Without ideals, the life of a nation is 
like a ship sailing uncharted seas, or 
like a house built without a plan. 

Ideals, to be effective, must he spir- 
itual. That is. they must present a 
standard of action based upon a Di- 
vine Law; since those that are of 
any other origin ure based upon mere 
self-interest, and in the end defeat 
themselves. Also, they must by per- 
sonal, and not abstract. Men are not 
permanently influenced by abstrac- 
tions, hut they will give undying alle- 
giance to a personality. The Church 
can present ideals as revealed in the 
one Personality in which all that is 
noblest in human character is forever 
embodied — that of the I^ord Jesus 
Christ. 

In the Holy Scriptures, which are 
a revolution from God to man, the 
church bus a source of truth which 
is unique in character and power. The 
ideas which they contain ure such as 
the unaided intelligence of men could 
never have originated. But because 
the church has this Bource of spiritual 
truth, it is all the more necessary that 
she keep herself apart from matters 
of personul and individual opinion. 
Therefore, though furnishing the in- 
spiration for all reforms, she hus no 
part as an organization in any of them. 
Her place is to supply the unity of 
aim hy which all diversity of opinion 
may lead to one good result. 

The church can accomplish as an 
organization what her members can- 
not achieve as individuals. For there 
is power in organization — "strength 
in union." Wihout a Christian Church 
there would be no Christianity, and 
without Christianity there would he 
no civilisation. Therefore, in loyally 
supporting the church, we do the high- 
est service to mankind that lies within 
our power.

NEW CITY CHARTERS 

Description of Various Plans Authorized by 
Recent Legislation 


The general features of the act of 
the Legislature in regard to possible 
chnngcs in city charters was discussed 
last week. The following article gives 
tome idea of the different forms which 
are possible under the new law. 

Plan A. 

Under this plan the city government 
consists of a mayor, eheted at large 
for two vears. and 9 members of the 
citv council, elected at large for terms 
of two vears each, the live persons re- 
ceiving* the largest vote at the first 
election serving for two years and tin* 
other four serving for one year, tin* 
elections to be for two

REFUSED MILK PERMIT 

The board of health at its meeting 
on Monday refused a permit to one of 
the largest milk concerns of Greater 
Boston. This action is taken under 
the law of 1914 which makes it un- 
lawful for any dealer to sell or deliver 
for sale, any nfilk in a city or tONvn 
without first obtaining a permit from 
the hoard of health of such city or 
town. The hoard of health is to issue 
such permits after an inspection satis- 
factory to them, of the plnce in which, 
and of the circumstances under which 
such milk is produced, lias been made 
by them or their authorized agent. 

Under this law the chairman and 
agent of the hoard have been inspect- 
ing several hundred dairy farms in 
Massachusetts, Vermont and New 
Hampshire and have required the vari- 
ous milk concerns supplying this < it >• 
with milk to correct many improper 
conditions which they have discovered. 
The firm in question submitted a list 
of over 140 dairies in western Massa- 
chusetts which were first inspected in 
August and September, and notice of 
changes to he made were given im- 
mediately after. A second inspec- 
tion was made the past month 
ami as nothing had been done, the 
hoard, after some correspondence re- 
fused to grant the statutory permit. A 
conference is being held today by the 
officers of the Company and the board 
of health and it is very probable that 
the wishes of the board nv i 1 1 he met in 
the near future and the whole trouble 
smoothed over.

A women, who lias been in orgnniza 
tion work for more than twenty-five 
years, on being asked for some sug- 
gestion to make the work more effi- 
cient. replied.

On the other hand a president, if she 
has the welfare of the club at heart, 
has no business to arrive at the meet- 
ing plnce breathless Just at the mo- 
ment. or five minutes after the time, 
when the meeting should begin and 
rush into the chair without opportun 
ity to collect herself and he in full 
possession of her senses. Without the 
poise gnined from doing things leisure- 
ly can she control successfully the body 
over which she has been elected to 
preside. For the two or three years 
of a president’s term let her devote 
herself to tills one office. On the day 
of the meeting let that time belong to 
h *r club. Go to the meeting place in 
i an unruffled frame of mind, at least 
a half-hour before the appointed time, 
see that the other committees have 
everything in readiness for the com- 
fort of the members nnd on the ap- 
pointed minute bring down the gavel 
and open* the meeting. After doing 
this two or three times the members 
will learn that they are going to lose 
something if they are late and will 
soon fall into line. Such n president, 
even though she may not be a par- 
ticularly brainy woman, will have a 
successful administration and the se- 
cret of it will be that she took time 
to attend to the details and to keep 
herself well poised and was punctual 
in all her appointments.

Danish and Swedish Flags. 

The flags of all the three Scnirdl 
navinn kingdoms nro somewhnt sim- 
ilar in design. Of the Danish flag the 
legend runs that King Wnldemar of 
Denmark, leading ills troops to battle 
In 1219, saw at a critical moment a 
cross in the sky. This was at once 
taken as an nnswer to his prayers and 
an assurance of celestial aid. It was 
forthwith adopted ns the Danish flag 
and called the "Danehrog," that is, 
the strength of Denmark Apart from 
all legend this flag undoubtedly dates 
from the thirteenth century, and is 
therefore the oldest now In existence. 
It consists of a white cross on a reu 
ground, the naval flag being swallow- 
tailed, and the mercantile marine flag 
rectangular. Tho Swedish flag is a 
yellow' crc«;s on n li no ground. When 
flown from a man-of-whr it is forked 
as in the Danish, but tho longer arm 
of the cross is not cut off hut pointed, 
making a throe-pointed flag. For tbs 
mercantile marine tho flag is rectan- 
gular.

F.light <jf Bullet. 

The mod amazing sight in our ex- 
perience, says a \vriter in Popular Me- 
chanics, was the United States service 
bullet with its speed of 2,700 feet a 
seccnd. Here we saw tho bullet itself, 
not flying particles. The sun was low 
over the eastern hills. Its rays came 
through a break in the ridge bordering 
the range, lighting up most of the 
course of the bullet up to tho target 
200 yards away, but leaving the tnrget 
and the firing point tn deep Bhadow. 
The first bullet ivas seen by someone, 
and not a man present missed the 
strange sight later on. The appear- 
ance was a very brilliant silvery flash, 
as vivid and quick as a flash of light- 
ning. But two things are necessary to 
Bee bullets fly, a dark background and 
the sun at right angles to its course. 
Big gun projectiles are, of course, 
nearly always visible, and it is not 
hard to see a charge of shot in flight 
If one knows wlnrt to look for and 
where to stand. 


Birds In Migration. 

Few birds put themselves to high 
speed during the migration flight. 
They go such moderate distances as 
20, 30, 40 miles a day. making maify 
side excursions for food which in- 
crease the actual space traversed. 
But some species make long continued 
and rapid flights. Some make the trip 
across the Gul'f of Mexico, varying fn 
distance, according to the route, from 
500 to 700 miles, in a single trip. 
The purple martin is said to average 
120 miles every night in its spring 
trip from Texas to Winnipeg. 

But whether they travel fast or slow 
many birds cover thousands of miles 
in each migration, north or south. The 
lu-illiant scarlet tanager spends half 
the year In tho United States and 
Canada, and the other half in Peru. 


Bigamy in India. 

A case of bigamy that sounds queer 
to western ears is reported from In- 
dia. One Ahad All mnrried Fuljan 
Bibi about eleven years ago when the 
iaiter was only 3 years old. The for- 
m rr lodged a complaint before the 
Bublivisional officer of Bagorhat al- 
leging that one Mojam Dakua had 
■Berried his lawful wife Fuljan last 
Jfai uary. Both Mojam and Fuljan 
wore arrested and committed to the 
sessions. In the sessions court both 
the accused were found guilty. Mo- 
jam was sentenced to one year's rig- 
orous imprisonment and Fuljan to 
two months’ simple imprisonment. 


1,000-Foot Tub of Stone. 

The Big Bend country in Texas bor- 
dering on the Rio Grande, famous in 
frontier history as the rendezvous of 
scores of ‘‘bad men,” has been mnpped 
by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey. The survey has made known 
some striking topographic features. 

About 10 miles northwest of Terlin 
gua is a circular area seven miles in 
diameter called Solitarigo. It is 
formed of huge, curved strata of lime 
rock standing nearly on edge and 
slanting inward like the staves of an 
inverted tub.

Maryland and tho adjoining coun- 
ties in West Virginia which make up 
wflat is known as the Cumberland 
region constitute the only districts 
outside of the anthracite region of 
Pennsylvania whoso records of coal 
production have been kept from the 
earliest years. Those districts lnivo 
been commonly known as the Georges 
Creek (or Cumberland) and the Pied- 
mont regions. The Cumberland re- 
gion was opened in 1842. and tho Pied- 
mont region began shipping in 1853.

INCREASE SALARY OF LIBRARIAN 


ESTABLISHED 1858 


Aldermen Aufhorlze Library Trustees to Make 
Radical Changes 


The approaching end of the munici- 
pal year was indicated at the mooting 
of the aldermen last Monday night, by 
the numerous requests for additional 
appropriations from the various tie 
pa i t incuts. 

$2100 was added to the Mothers’ Aid 
account. $1000 to the maintenance of 
Public Property. $000 for audit of the 
city treasury books, and other small 
amounts were passed on recommenda- 
tion of the mayor. 

President lUanchnrd was in the 
chair and Aldermen Calkins, Clark 
and Malcolm were the only members 
absent. 

Hearings on Edison petitions for 
underground conduits in Luke avenue, 
Hyde, and Morton streets for poles on 
Centre street, ami of the Edison and 
Telepnone companies lor joint loca- 
tions for poles on Beacon street were 
unopposed. The Edison petition for 
poles on Pleasant street brought out 
a remonstrance from Walter E. No- 
ble. 

The mayor’s re-appointments of Os- 
wald .1. McCourt as Overseer of the 
Poor for one year, of .lames Kingman 
and George H. Pulsifer as members of 
the Planning Board for 3 years each 
were confirmed. 

The School committee submitted its 
amendment to the rule relative to sick 
pay, relative to employment of night 
watchman at the High schools and re- 
questing $1321 for re-wiring the school 
buildings. The Street Commissioner 
reported completion of sidewalks on 
Hyde street at cost of $37.81 and on 
Collins road at cost of $95.61, while 
the Planning Hoard requested action 
on the widening of Beacon street at 
Sumner street, and $300 tor expert 
study in connection with the new 
boulevard on the south side of the 
Charles river. 

Petitions were received from the 
Telephone Co. for attachments on 
Crofton load. Suffolk road, to remove 
77 poles from Washington street, to 
remove 1 pole from Valentine street, 
from the Edison Co. for attachments 
on Pearl street, Jewett street, Central 
avenue, Allerton road and Walnut 
street, and from the Gas Light Co. to 
lay mains in Grove and Cotton streets, 
all of which were subsequently grant- 
ed. Petition of Granelli A- Masini for 
pool room on Washington street, New- 
ton. was also granted. 

The claim of Mrs. Wilhelmnia Rich- 
burg on account of personal injuries 
was received. 

un i ecominendation of committees, 
a petition was sent to the General 
Court for legislation to prevent trans- 
portation of liquor into No License 
communities without permit, license 
for a public garage was granted the 
Chestnut Hill Garage on Common- 
wealth avenue, as a common victualler 
to W. R. Kingwell on Washington 
street, Newtonville, to keep and sell 
gasolene to A. G. Raker on Chestnut 
street, West Newton, a transfer of 
common victualler license was granted 
Andrew Mazone to 977 Chestnut 
street, transfer of junk license to 
Davis Bronfman to Derby street, an 
additional billiard table given Moses 
Helezikian, and additional auto li- 
censes to Robert Weir and Edward 
Collins. The Edison and Telephone 
Companies were granted a joint pole 
location on Nobseot road, the Edison 
Co. attachments on Maple and Grove- 
land streets and the Telephone Co. a 
relocation on Fuller street. The Or- 
dinance Committee was asked to re- 
vise the ordinance relating to laying 
out of streets, hearings were assigned 
on Dec. 20 on taking land for sewer 
in bicker road, for changing grade of 
sidewalk on Centre and Homer streets 
and on making changes at the corner 
of Sunnier and Beacon streets. A 
water main was ordered laid in Mill 
street at cost of $500, a sewer ordered 
In Commonwealth avenue, ward 6, 
leave to withdraw granted on laying 
out of Beaumont avenue, reference to 
next city government given on side- 
walk improvements on Carver, Brad- 
ford roads and on Woodward street, 
and sidewalk assessments levied on 
Hvde street. A Fire Hazard commis- 
sion to consist of three persons, to 
serve without pay. one of whom shall 
he familiar with fire insurance and 
one of whom shall be a structural en- 
gineer. and whose duty shall he to in- 
vestigate fire hazard conditions in our 
school buildings and report estimates 
of cost. 

An order was also passed moclify- 
| ing set back conditions imposed by the 
c.ty in the sale of land in V.'aban in 
1899 known as the Poor Farm. The

restrictions expire in 1919, and they 
arc modified so ns to allow houses to 
he 30 feet from the street line instead 
of 40 feet. 

No action necessary was reported 
on the matter of discontinuing a dump 
off Eastbourne road, Alderman Early 
stating that the city had no authority 
to regulate the use of private lands 
for this purpose, unless the nuisance 
was one which could he controlled by 
the hoard of health. 

Alderman Cobh opposed the adverse 
report on the order for $450 for snow 
on fli'' Emerson school, cnlling 
attention to the many narrow escapes 
ironi serious injury by the snow slid- 
ing from the roof of this building di- 
rectly onto the entrance steps and sny- 
ing that ho had been assured that the 
work would be done last summer, and 
now was told that there was no money 
available. He thought it a crime to 
leave conditions ns they now exist. 
The order wns referred to the Finance 
committee and subsequently an ad- 
verse report of that committee, was 
sent hack to the City Building Com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Bartlett opposed the or- 
der establishing the salary of the li- 
brarian of the library at $2500 from 
Dec. 1st and $83.33 added to the pres- 
ent appropriation for the balance of 
the present year, saying that the city 
had paid $1500 for many years; that 
the trustees now want a man for the 
job and have one in mind who is now 
receiving $2200. This order will add 
81000 to the salary list of next year 
and may give the present librarian an 
additional sum for. the present month. 
Alderman Pratt said Miss Thurston 
had been connected with the library 
for 35 years, and served ns librarian 
for over 25 years. She had refused to 
accept an increase in salary for con- 
scientious reasons, and had recently 
resigned. The librarian had charge 
of 30 employees, some of whom were 
janitors, and the trustees had given the 
matter a large amount of consideration 
and believed and had been advised to 
select a man for librarian. There are 
hut three women librarians in the 
stnte. Newton. Lynn and Brookline, 
and the librarian at Brookline had ad- 
vised the trustees to give the position 
to a man. They had found a man at 
Pawtucket whom they believed fitted 
for the place and who \?as willing to 
come here for $2500 a year. Mr. Pratt 
thought it best for the city to have a 
man as librarian and thought $2500 a 
fair salary for the position. The or- 
der was then adopted with Alderman 
Bartlett voting in opposition. 

Orders were adopted for $25 cleri- 
cal assistance for City Engineer, $2100 
additional for Mothers’ Aid, $600 for 
audit of books of the city treasurer, 
$60 for use of rifle range, $8 for au- 
tomobile equipment for Health Dept.. 
$1000 additional for Public Property 
maintenance, $80 for Board of Ap- 
peal, $300 for dike at Boyd’s Pond for 
skating purposes. $300 for expert ad- 
vice to Planning Hoard, $150 for work 
on Oakwood road extension, and lay- 
ing out of Oakwood road extension, 
and amending the ordinance relative 
to appointment of temporary members 
of the Board of Appeal. 

Alderman Pratt said that the $2100 
additional for Mothers' Aid was due to 
bills rendered by other cities under 
tills act. 

Alderman Bartlett called the atten- 
tion of the board to the rapid increase 
in this appropriation, criticizing Over- 
seer of the Boor McCourt for not re- 
serving part of his appropriation of 
$12,000 to pay for the hills from other 
places. He said he knew of one case 
where the city was paying $15 a week 
under this caption asid he believed 
there should be a careful consideration 
given this appropriation next year. 
In the matter of $600 for audit of 
hooks of the city treasurer, he said 
that this sum had always been paid 
from the Mayor’s Miscellaneous ac- 
count and this method virtually in- 
creased that appropriation by $600. 
He questioned the advisability of hav- 
ing this audit done by the same firm 
and the same employees for so many 
years as it had been done, stating that 
in his opinion there should be a change 
in auditors every five years. 

The Finance Committee reported in- 
expedient on request for $42 for care 
of Building department automobile by 
one of the police chauffeurs, Alderman 
Pratt stating that this would practi- 
cally increase the salary of one of 
the three chauffeurs, all of whom vir- 
tually do similar work. 

The board adjourned at 10.30 o'clock.

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THE CHRISTIAN FORUM 

New York Editor Makes Vigorous Plea Against 
Preparedness 


The third meeting of the Christian 
Forum for the present year was held 
at the Eliot Church last Sunday even- 
ing. Tiie address was given by Mr. 
Oswald Garrison Villard, editor of the 
New York Evening Post, whose topic 
was "Shall the United States Arm for 
Peace?” 

Mr. Villard spoke somewhat as fol- 
lows: "Few of us, I am sure, realized 
a year ago, at the outbreak of this ter- 
rible war in Europe, that there would 
be brought to us within fifteen months 
an issue of the most fur-reaching mo- 
ment. We knew at once that the 
events would gradually affect our fi- 
nancial and economic life. We knew 
it would bring to each and every per- 
son heart searching questions. We 
had not the remotest conception that 
we should be facing a national issue 
of an importance that cannot be exag- 
erated. For we have truly come to the 
parting of the ways and the question 
is before us whether we shall turn our 
backs from the policy of the past, our 
ideals of pence and our service to hu- 
manity and Christianity, or whether 
we ourselves shall follow in the foot- 
steps of Europe, and to a greater de- 
gree martyr the nations whose mili- 
tarism has reduced all Europe to ruin. 
The question is, shall we denounce 
militarism or accept. Let me begin by 
stating my position. 1 am unalterably 
opposed to any further increase of our 
armaments. To this position I have 
not come lightly, because 1 have seen 
some brief military service and have 
been for more than 25 years a writer 
of the press and an observer of con- 
ditions military. I have been called 
an American without patriotism, a 
pro-German, a peace-at-any-price man, 
a fanatical idealist, and all the rest of 
the terms they are in the habit of ap- 
plying to those who disagree with this 
preparedness program. I am not the 
least bit concerned by these or any 
other epithets. 

Militarism in the form of prepared- 
ness or reasonable preparedness or 
any other form is the greatest menace 
to the modern world that calls itself 
Christian. 

In the midst of a world wide criti- 
cism we are asked to reverse our poli- 
cy. The proposal comes from the lip3 
of the President who a year ago in his 
message to Congress insisted that this 
was the time to keep calm and that we 
should not adopt a policy which would 
make America an armed camp. But 
now* a year later, with all the belliger- 
ent nations of Europe facing financial 
and moral bankruptcy, he redresses 
himself. 

America now finds itself in a dom 
mating position and all the belligerent 
world looks to us as a leader in moral 
sentiment. And now it is proposed to 
adopt a policy which will cause us to 
be ridiculed throughout the modern 
world. Have w f e not yet learned a 
lesson in the terrible diaster and the 
death total of this war? Do we not 
realize the sacredness of human life? 
70L of our National expenditure now 


goes towards wars past and future. 
How many have realized that fact, out 
of every dollar appropriated, 70c in 
this Christian America goes to army 
or navy expenses past, present and 
future, and only 30c is left for all the 
great tasks and scientific workings of 
the government, its lighthouses, the 
upkeep of National parks, forests, the 
preservation of natural resources, etc. 
And now they say the 70c is not 
enough. We nre to carry through the 
greatest national program of militar- 
ism of any nation since Christendom. 
We are asked to put it into effect nt 
this coming session of Congress. The 
President appeals for military forces 
of such size that in 1018 we shall have 
actually afloat and ashore at one time 
no less than 740.000 men, exclusive of 
citizens and students in military 
camps, or only 100,000 less than the 
great German army numbered at the 
outbreak of the War, and which army 
is the greatest menace to freedom the 
world has ever known. 

This vast military structure involves 
the immediate commission of 14,000 
officers, and requires annually tfie en- 
listment of 200,000 of our young men, 
who are to be removed from the eco- 
nomic life of the country to practice 
the arts of war. And this comes at 
the very moment when we shall need 
every able bodied man to cope with 
the world’s market of which the war 
has brought us in complete control. 
More than that this President, who has 
now undergone such a sudden change 
urges a naval program which calls for 
the expenditure of two billion dollars 
during the next five years. At the out- 
break of the war in Germany, large 
numbers of German factories and 
whole groups of industrial enterprises 
passed into the control of the military 
authorities, so carefully had the entire 
nation been organized. And now they 
propose to organize our country along 
the same lines. Is this program to be 
undertaken with the most careful study 
and thought and inquiry and investi- 
gation? Are the American people at 
large to be given an opportunity to 
express themselves on the subject? 
Are we to wait until the outcome of 
the war in Europe to see which type 
of battleship is superior, and whether 
the forts of the Dardanelles continue 
to prove superior to any guns afloat? 
Are we to wait to ascertain in 1916 the 
result of a conflict between the great 
navies of England and Germany, a 
conflict which will undoubtedly leave 
the United States with the greatest 
navy afloat? No indeed, we are to go 
right ahead and commit ourselves 
within the next four months. How 
many know that in the countries of 
Europe the American navy in the past 
has been regarded as a menace to the 
peace of Europe, and how many know 
that it has been the cause for remarks 
in both the English Parliament and 
German Reichstag. So terrible is this 
circle that an increase in one country

1939. 

The reported disaffection over the 
manner in which Mayor Childs was al- 
leged to receive the Republican nom- 
ination by Democratic votes failed to 
materialize, as Mr. Rice carried but 
five precincts, three of them in his 
home ward, the other two being the 
stiong Republican precincts of Ward 2, 
Precinct 2 and Ward 3. Precinct 2. 
where Mr. Rice led by narrow margins. 
TIk- rumored protest which it was said 
many men would make by casting their 
ballot for the rest of the ticket and a 
blank for mayor, was aiso noticeable 
for its absence, as only 93 blanks were 
noted for the office of mayor, as com- 
pared with 50 blanks cast two years 
ago when there was a warm contest 
between Mayor Childs and Mr. Burr.

The December meeting of the Uni- 
tarian Club of Newton was held Inst 
evening in the parish house of the 
West Newton Unitarian Church and 
there was a good attendance. After 
the banquet an open meeting was held 
and Mr. Harry W. Kimball spoke on 
Snvings Bank Insurance. 

Mr. Kimball said in part:— The 
high cost of industrial insurance and 
the poor policy contracts were the 
chief reasons why the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts established Savings 
Bank Life Insurance.

Dear Sir : 

Some months ago you had a very 
timely article In your paper In regard 
to the* stealing of fruit.

Probably their training on small 
fruits made it easy for two men to 
drive a horse and team on to my prop- 
erty and take therefrom thirty-nine 
hills of sweet corn, a little over a 
month ago. 

On calling the attention of Inspec- 
tor Fletcher, he informed me who the 
culprits were, and that I might make 
complaint to the Clerk of the Court at 
City Hall. 

I called up the Chief and told him 
that 1 had not witnessed the deed, and 
thought the Police Department should 
press the charge, and that no one was 
authorized to give permission to take 
the corn. 

Today I called up to inquire about 
it. and am told that "the man’s story 
that a maid gave him permission to 
tnke the corn seemed reasonable and 
nothing had been done about it."

Perhaps I am unreasonable In ex- 
pecting anything more, but the fact 
is I am disappointed, and the dissatis- 
faction is not softened any by the 
knowledge of the fact that my thirty- 
nine hills of sweet corn were taken 
to feed the cows of a very well-to-do 
employee of the City Government. 

1 have always been proud of the 
City Government, and the heads of its 
Departments, hut it seems to me that 
the rights of property need more pro- 
tection.

During the past two years of tile 
Wilson administration more money 
has been appropriated for the Army 
and Navy than during the entire four 
years of Mr. Roosevelt’s term, and nlso 
during the entire four years of Mr.

WIMN'S CLUBS

With the approaching close of the 
venr taking account of stock and con- 
sidering past and future expenditures 
are burning questions with serious- 
minded people. It might lie well to 
let this stock-taking be extended to 
the club treasuries. A great advance 
has been made In the matter of secur- 
ing and expending club funds, in the 
collecting of membership fees, as well 
as money for philanthropic work, but 
that docs not mean that there arc no 
longer any financial problems con- 
fi onting executive boards. The treas- 
urer must still guard the purse strings 
and continue to curb the spasmodic 
generosity of enthusiastic members. 
Whatever else a club does or does not 
do, it must pay its bills and It must 
not pay them at the expense of next 
year’s treasury. Many clubs have fi- 
nance committees, others do not; some 
of these committees perform their 
work well, others leave it mostly to 
the president’s bidding. The wisdom 
of making up n budget at the begin- 
ning of the season, as many clubs do. 
is almost so self-evident ns to need no 
mention, but now is a good time at 
about the middle of the club year to 
sec bow well the budget is being lived 
up to. Does the amount spent for so- 
cial ocasions, for instance, exceed or 
fall below the appropriation, and how 
about the other items? Speaking of 
ciai occasions, for instance, exceed or 
of gentlemen’s nights met in your 
club, out of the treasury or by those 
who attend? What proportion of your 
members attend them? Does the num- 
ber who do bear any direct relation 
to the amount spent for them from 
the treasury? This might also be ap- 
plied to presidents’ days and other 
similar social affairs. These occa- 
sions are often most delightful and 
accomplish something with which we 
cannot dispense, but they do cost 
money. It does no harm to consider 
whether or not each member is get- 
ting a fair return on her money. If 
only a small number of the members 
attend, is it fair that those who do not 
care for that sort of thing should pay 
for those who do? Once again, as in 
so many other things, it is the omni- 
present question of the sense of pro- 
portion.

Mr. Denvs P. Myers of the World 
Peace Foundation spoke before the So- 
cial Science Club on Wednesday morn- 
ing. Continuing the study of Pence 
Treaties Mr. Myers under the title, 
"The Treaty of Adrlanople” outlined 
the Greek Revolution, characterizing it 
as a sordid, incompetent, uninteresting 
mess. It produced no Washingtons 
and would have never become famous 
had It not been for tliosr* outsiders 
who championed the cause of Greece. 
—Dr. Howe in our own country, Byron 
and George Canning in England and 
others, desiring to see ancient Greece 
restored to its ancient glory. Finally 
after wandering nlong in an aimless 
sort of way a senate was set up in 
the Peloponneseus and a constitution 
adopted in 1822. It was Canning who 
threw the whole Greek question into 
European politics. Great Britain and 
Russia sided with the Greeks and 
France having been at war with Tur- 
key over Algiers, it was not difficult 
to enlist her on the side of Greece. 
The Treaty of Adrlanople got from 
Turkey acknowledgement of Greek lib- 
erty under a sort of Turkish suzerain- 
ty. It established the beginnings of 
the Servian kingdom and that of Rou- 
mania and on that basis grew up the 
Balkan question of today. It was re- 
ally the beginning of the breaking up 
of the Turkish Empire in Europe.

\> ANSWER TO DR. VAX ALLEN 

To the Editor of Tho Graphic: 

Dr. W. II. van Allen’s attack on 
Christian Sdcnco differed from his 
others chiefly by reason of the fact 
that it was delivered to an audience of 
fellow preachers. This fact, however, 
did not add anything to its weight. 
It is vain in any circumstances for a 
representative of one Christian faith 
to say that another “rejects nil dis- 
tinctive Christian teachings.” The 
most that this can signify is that his 
concept of the Christian religion dif- , 
fers from tho other. 

In this instance the reverend gen- 1 
Hainan named four particulars; “Tho f 
personality of God, the trinity, the sal 
vation front sin, and the sacraments.” 
Christian Science accepts all that 
Christ Jesus taught on these subjects, 
and does so in a simple and evident 
manner. An unbiased person would be 
far more likely to find a plain corre- 
spondence between tho four gospels 
and "Science and Health, with Key to 
the Scriptures,” by Mrs. Eddy, than he 
would between the gospels and tho 
creed subscribed to by our censorious 
friend. 

'lake, for instance, tho question of 
salvation from sin. Jesus said to an 
adulteress, "Go, and sin no more.” 
Mrs. Eddy has consistently said, “The 
way to escape the misery of sin is to 
cease sinning”; (Science and Health, 
page 327). 

Or take the question whether the 
Deity is one person or three. Jesus 
never taught that God consisted of 
three persons, but expressly approved 
the statement, “He is one, and there 
is none other but he” (Mark 12:28-32 
American revised version). So Mrs. 
Eddy said, “God is one, not one of a 
series, but one alone and without an 
equal" (Science and Health, page 
117). It is a clearly proved fact that 
the credal doctrine of three persons 
as Deity dates from the fourth cen- 
tury . 

If any one will read "A Century’s 
Change in Religion,” a recent book by 
George Harris, president emeritus of 
Amherst College and formerly profes- 
sor in Andover Theological Seminary, 
he can see that most of the changes 
noted by this author are in the direc- 
tion taken by Christian Science. For 
example, we read on pages 89 ami 90 
with reference to Jesus: "Theology 
starts now with the historical, human 
person, and finds divinity in that which 
transcends human nature, especially 
in his moral perfection, in his oneness 
with God, in his Sonship, in his health- 
power, in his revelation of the char- 
acter of God. * * ¥ The doctrine of 
t^e Trinity is a symbol of the various 
ispects of God." Also on page 71: 

When the conception of the universe 
as mechanism running in grooves by 
the. agency of second causes, gives 
place ot the conception of the universe 
as organism throbbing with force and 
lite, nature in all its movements is 
regarded as having its power and law 
di God, and the supernatural, if the 
tenn is retained, signifies the higher 
.evelations of God in Christ, rather 
than that which overrides or interrupts 
u.e processes of natural law. * * * 
Health-power, exercised in the restor- 
ation of the sick, in the resuscitation 
of a body apparently dead, is con- 
firmed by manifestations of similar 
power in our own times, a power we 
do not understand, but cannot deny.” 

As for the personality of the Deity, 
Mrs. Eddy has stated the issue fairly 
in these words; "Human philosophy 
has made God man-like. Christian 
Science makes men God-like” (Science 
and Health, page 269). The distinct- 
ive and essential fact of personality is 
self-consciousness, or existence as a 
self-conscious being (See any diction- 
ary, particularly the Century). Chris- 
tian Science ascribes to the Diety not 
only this which constitutes personality 
as commonly defined, but all elsp that 
belongs to personality that is divine, 
perfect, and infinite. 

One oilier item in the speech in- 
question should be noticed. It was 
that Christian Science has changed and 
is no longer the same as the teaching 
contained in Science and Health. The 
comment, in effect, merely raises the 
question whether Mrs. Eddy's teaching 
is likely to be understood as well by a 
.violent adversary as it is by those who 
are studying the Bible and her writ 
ings every day and putting their un- 
derstanding thereof into daily prac- 
tice. It is doubtless true that Chris- 
tian Scientists do not find in Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s writings what professional antag- 
onists say they have found, but this 
fact does not qualify the latter to 
tpcak on this subject.

The destruction of W. H. Gould’s 
barn early Thursday morning proves 
that Wuhan’s most urgent need is “Fire 
Protection." 

By the watch, it was eleven minutes 
after the alarm was received at Fire 
Headquarters before the first piece of 
apparatus arrived. Engine 3 from 
Newton Centre was at least 20 min- 
utes on the way. For some unknown 
reason the operator of tho motor en- 
gine from West Newton did not care to 
exert the pumping apparatus of that 
machine and consequently the three or 
four lines of hose working on the barn 
had each a range of about 25 feet, not 
one of the streams being able to reach 
the roof until the Newton Centre 
steamer got to work after about 25 
minutes. 

Waban has had 2 dangerous fires 
within the past two yea is. and me 
firemen in one case succeeded in saving 
the stone foundation and the other 
were a bit more successful, two of the 
sides of the structure and the founda- 
tion being saved after strenuous effort. 

With a great deal of publicity it was 
proven two years ago that on a fair day 
and with previous notice the motor ap- 
paratus from West Newton could reach 
the Wuhan School in three and one- 
half minutes: therefore, Waban was 
amply protected. Our worthy alder- 
man sometime later had a slight fire 
and it took the apparatus 20 minutes 
to reach his house. At a grass fire on 
the Brae Burn links some months ago. 
Box o2 was pulled in the writer’s pres- 
ence, and it was 7 1-2 minutes actual 
time before the Newton Highlands 
truck arrived at the corner of Wood- 
ward and Beacon streets, and the mo- 
tor apparatus . from West Newton, 
which did so nobly in getting to the 
school house in 3 1-2 minutes on the 
trial trip, was lost somewhere between 
West Newton and Waban and showed 
up sometime after the Upper Falls 
horse drawn wagon appeared. As it 
evidently came over Chestnut street 
from West Newton, the hill there cuts 
its running time down considerably, 
and on days when roads are in bad 
condition, those mansions on West 
Newton hill are liable to suffer the fate 
of the Travel 11 house and in case of 
fire In our less pretentious houses in 
Waban, we would be lucky to save the 
house lots. 

The new proposition to move the 
Lower Falls station to the corner of 
Beacon and Washington street would 
be an improvement for the Waban sit- 
uation, but the old proposition that had 
the O. K. of the committee and Mayor, 
when Mr. Chadbourne was serving as 
alderman from Waban. that a station 
be located near the corner of Chestnut 
end Fuller streets to cover both West 
Newton Hill and Waban, and with a 
nuiek eet-away to Upper Falls, would 
be much better. Upper Falls with its 
large manufacturing plants needs more 
air 1 "quicker” protection. 

According to the Assessor’s office 
real estate In Waban Is assessed for 
$2,437,650.00; personal property, $1,- 
467,360.00; a totul assessment of $3,- 
905.000.00 which, at a tax rate of $18.50 
per $1000. means that Waban sends 
down to ( ’ 1 1 y Hall, $72,242.50 this year, 
and gets what In return? 

Oite street laborer, who covers about 
1 mile of roadway; one night officer 
who covers Elliot, part of Upper Falls, 
and West Newton; once in a while a 
«lay officer; the worst school house in 
Newton, (but "thanks be," tho finest 
corps of teachers); about 3 miles of 
good roads, and about 6 miles of poor 
ones; an "out of town" fire depart- 
ment; water and sewer service; some 
street lights; the ash man and tho 
garbage man; all for $72,242.50 per 
year.

A Plea for 


‘Peace on Earth Good Will 
to Men” 


THEY PAY BUT A HE NOT CON- 
SILTED 


The most elaborate program of ex- 
penditures ever* asked of an American 
Congress in times of peace was sub- 
mitted last week by the national ad- 
ministration. It proposes a total out- 
lay of $1,2S5.857.808. or $170,853,614 
more than was appropriated last year. 
Among the proposed expenses are the 
following: 

More than $363,000,000 for the mili- 
tary and naval branches. 

More than $160,000,000 for pensions. 

More than $104,000,000 for “public 
works.” 

More than $10,000,000 for Indian Af- 
fairs. 

The money for all of these and other 
expenditures will be raised by taxa- 
tion. and women will have to pay their 
share. Stamp taxes and import taxes, 
excise taxes and income taxes, there 
is never any question of women’s re- 
sponsibility in government, when 
these are due. 

The money for this budget is raised 
with the help of women; but when it 
comes to the question of spending, wo- 
men in thirty-six States of this nation 
have nothing to say. They have to 
ask by proxy for the things which are 
dear to their hearts; and the result is 
that the total appropriation for the 
Children’s Bureau will be less than 
$185,000 and only $17,000 more than 
the amount of last year, while “In- 
dian affairs” are scheduled to have 
one million dollars more than they 
had. 

How much or how little the vote? 
of women would change the appro- 
priations is not the question. The is- 
sue is one of simple justice. 

Women are asking Congress todav 
for a square deal. If they pay at the 
gate, why should they not be admit- 
ted?

But even if you favor Preparedness, 
and no two people agree on the defini- 
tion of this word, yet "prepare" for 
that other great system of interna- 
tional arbitration, of settlement of dif- 
ferences between nations by law in 
place of war — prepare for a system of 
construction in place of destruction. 
Imagine for a moment, that all the 
furor, the ardor, the press notices, the 
bend-lines, the speeches, the influence, 
the energy of spirit, the will-power, 
the financial power devoted to the idea 
of "Preparedness” were focussed in- 
stantly on finding a solution to present 
world-difficulties, and finding a way of 
avoiding them in the future. Why 
Presto! it is done. 

No system, political, economic or so- 
cial, is ever achieved without a begin- 
ning. Let us then at this Christmas 
season be practical Christians. Let us 
cast our influence for a result, matur- 
ing mayhap in a year, mayhap in a 
century. Ix?t us help toward a definite 
plan for "Peace on Earth ; good-will 
to men.”

The board of alderm* n of 1915 held 
itf | -’st regular meeting on Monday 
ev "ling with every member pre«f-nt. 
an! with the memberselect of the 1916 
board also present as spectators. 

President Blanchard was in the 
chair and the usual number of routine 
hearings were first on the docket. Mr. 
W. K. chandler opposed the petitions 
of the Telephone Co. for poles on 
Groveland street, and the following 
matters were uncontested. 

Telephone locations on Woodland 
road, and conduits on Common wealth 
avenue. Homer and Valentine streets. 
Edison petitions for conduits in Per- 
kins and Washington streets, pole lo- 
cations on Valentine street and Bul- 
lough park ; F. M. Sheldon for a pri- 
vate garage on Farlow road, taking 
land for sewer in Ricker road, chang- 
ing grade of Homer and Centre streets, 
and making certain alterations at the 
corner of Sumner and Beacon streets. 
Mayor Childs sen: :i. numerous re- 
quests for additional appropriation and 
transfers, most of them of minor im- 
portance and all of which were subse- 
quently authorized. 

Alderman Bartlett was designated by 
the President to draw several jurors, 
and Frank F. Patterson. Lincoln street. 
Francis T. Probert. Thurston road. Al- 
fred C. Brown. Islington road and Ed- 
ward J. Kivell. Chapel street were 
drawn as traverse jurors, and Wilfrid 
F. Miller. Adams street as a grand 
juror. 

Notice was received from the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth of the adop- 
tion of the constitutional amendments 
voted upon at the state election. Mr. 
Herman Weinberg sent in an inter- 
esting communication stating the diffi- 
culty he had experienced in having 
three "small" barrels of wine carted 
from the railroad freight yard to his 
residence on Pembroke street and the 
charge of $2.50 made by the only li- 
censed company for that purpose in 
this city. Mr. Weinberg assed the 
board that allowed this monopoly to 
exist, to regulate the charges to be 
j made for the service to tne public. 

1 Petitions were received from J. F. 
Hayward for license for bowling alleys 
at 1238 Washington street, from the 
Edison and Telephone Companies for 
joint location for poles on Crafts and 
Hammond streets, from the Edison Co. 
for attachments on Walnut street and 
from the Telephone Company for at- 
tachments on Linwood avenue and 
Jackson street, and from Otis W. Gray, 
a police officer for retirement on a 
pension. 

On reports of committees the Edison 
& Telephone Companies were granted 
mint locations for poles on Beacon. 
(Tafts and Hammond streets. J. Gan- 
garossa was given a pool table license 
at 2260 Washington street. Jonh Leon- 
ard, an auctioneer license, leave to 


withdraw grant'd on Edison petition 
for poles on Waltham and church 
streets, for the laying out of Devon 
road, for sewer in Walnut, street and 
Allen terrace and for sewer in Garrison 
street. The matter of rewiring school 
buildings was referred to the Fire Haz- 
ard Commission, the Income of the 
Kenrick Fund was ordered distributed. 
Inexpedient was voted on the matter of 
altering the street line of Sumner and 
Beacon streets, and no action necessary 
reported on change of grade of Beacon 
street, for improvement of Laundry 
brook, for drainage of South Meadow 
swamp, and on various matters relat- 
ing to Nonantum square.

1st. authorizing sewer in Ricker road, 
granting leave to withdraw on claim 
Sarah C. Goodwin for personal injur- 
ies. and granting bowling alley license 
to J. F. Hayward. 

The board adjourned at 10.25 to 
meet January 1st at 2 P. M.

MB. LOWELL REAR 

John Adams Lowell, president of the 
John A. Lowell Banknote Company of 
Boston, died Wednesday at his late 
rosldenc . 57 ' Erie avenue. Newton 
’ : I hinmi . aft< r an illness of several 
months. 

The funeral services will he held at 
the Lowell residence. Sunday. Decem- 
ber 26, at 2 P. M.. the body being taken 
to Portland, Me., for interment. 

John Adams Lowell was horn at 
Portland. Me., July 29. 1837. and was 
the son of Abner Lowell and Elizabeth 
Brazier Lowell. He learned the en- 
graving trade as a young man. being 
employed by his father, the senior 
member of the firm of Lowell & Senter. 
the lending silversmiths ami Jewelers 
In Portland, lie came to Boston In 
1858 and In that year established the 
firm of John A. Lowell & Co., of which 
he was the head for 57 years, and 
which was incorporated in 1905. 

On October 10, 1857, Mr. Lowell mar- 
ried Miss Georgians Little of Port- 
land, the daughter of Lieut. Charles 
Farley Little and Elizabeth Twombly 
Little. Mrs. Lowell died about five 
years ago. Mr. Lowell’s only son Is 
Pavson T. Lowell, secretary of the 
John A. Lowell Banknote Company of 
Boston. 

As a hoy he attended the public 
schools of i’ortlnnd. and prepared for 
Bowdoin College, but later decided to 
enter business with his father. 

When he first came to Boston, It was 
as nn expert in so-called fiat engrav- 
ing. and for several years he special- 
ized in visiting card and wedding sta- 
tionery plate engraving. He later 
branched into commercial work anil 
finally introduced steel plate folders 
and became the best-known engraver 
of hank nptes and stock and bond cer- 
tificates in the country. He became n 
patron of art and for years maintained 
a gallery at 70 Kilby street in Boston. 

Mr. Lowell was instrumental In de- 
veloping two things destined to have 
a much wider effect on plate printing 
than he possibly could have foreseen. 
First a new method of print flig large 
engraved plates dry. and, hand in hand 
with that, a surfaced cardboard show- 
ing a wonderfully clear and beautiful 
Impression. Being able with these ad- 
vantages to double the production of 
wet printing, naturally he turned to a 
quicker way of engraving the plates. 

Through the medium of the ruling 
machine. Mr. Lowell caused to he made 
the nearest, approach to a wash draw- 
ing ever seen, and of sufficient strength 
to admit of a large edition. This work 
was sown broadcast, at home and 
abroad, and. looking today at a series 
of these prints as produced in the 80’s, 
there can be only one thought. It 
surely was the ruled work of John A. 
Lowell that put the ruling machine In 
the camera and resulted in the uni- 
versal half-tone of the present day. 

Mr. Lowell’s first home in Boston 
was on Ashburton place, and it was not 
long before he was known to every boy 
in the Beacon Hill district. A great 
lover of out-of-door sport always, he 
organized, in 1S5S. the famous Lowell 
baseball club, which was the first rep- 
resentative nine In Boston. This team 
was the first in Massachusetts that 
played hall under the so-called New 
York rules, upon which the present 
National game was based. 

T’’o Lowell club played their games 
on Boston Common. Mr. Lowell not 
only played with the team and man- 
aged its matches with the leading am- 
ateur and college nines, hut nlso fos- 
tered interest in baseball among the 
younger players. These he encouraged 
to orgnnize baseball clubs and for 
years he furnished the youngsters 
with balls and hats, then the only 
equipment needed by even the most 
expert to play the game. 

For many years Mr. Lowell was 
prominent in social as well as business 
life in Boston. He was one of the 
founders of the Apollo Club of Boston, 
in which he had always held member- 
ship. as well as in the Handel and 
Haydn Society. He became a member 
of the Boston Athletic Association in 
1S90 and for years held membership 
In the Boston Art Club and the Ai*on 
quin Club. Fifty years ago last March 
he became a member of the Winslow 
Lewis Lodge, A. F. & A. M., and was 
one of its oldest members. Also he 
was a member of the MassachtHn . 
Society. Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion. For several years h<> was p-esj. 
dent of the Mercantile Library Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Lowell was adjutant of the 1st 
Regiment. M. V. M., during the term 
that Col. Nathaniel Wales was com- 
manding officer. For years he was a 
member of Co. (’, 1st Corps Cadets. 
M. V. M. and later became a member 
of the Veteran Association.

Be 135 Miles. 

The longest distance ever measured J 
in Canada by means of the trlangula- 
lion system wns accomplished oy the ; 
Canadian geodetic survey in the work i 
in which It was engaged in outlin- j 
ing the western Boundary of the Do- 
minion. One of the distances meas- 
ured by the trianguiatlon method was 
135 miles in length. By the measure- 
ment of one side ot a triangle and the I 
reading of the angles on the *rnnsitat 
the two ends of the mensured line — 
which angles are formed by taking a 
sight at the distant point— the side of 
the triangle required to be mensured 
can bo found. 

In carrying out this feat it was nec- 
essary to work at night and to uso 
powerful acetylene lamps to find the 
point 135 miles distant. The transit 
or telescope is perched high on a 
mountain side in order to overcome tho 
curvature of the earth s surface In 
a distance of 60 miles it is nec- 
essary to have an elevntion of 
2,000 feet In order to see the point at 
which the instrument is sighted. In 
135 miles tho elevntion is correspond- 
ingly greater. This is perhaps the 
second largest line, ever measured by 
this method. The record is held for 
measurement across the Mediterra- 
nean between Spain and the northern 
shore of Africa, a distance ot more 
than two hundred miles.

Sea Moss. 

Sea moss is a term popularly ap- 
plied to any of the polyzoa, which are 
compound marine animals, several of 
which share a common horny skele- 
ton, or polyzoary, which is plantlike 
in form. According to the bureau of 
fisheries, several hundred thousand 
pounds of these skeletons have been 
imported annually from Europe, chief- 
ly from France and Germany, for dec- 
orative and millinery purposes, and 
the supply has now been practically 
cut off by tne war. It therefore seems 
opportune to develop a domestic In- 
dustry, as sea messes, probably equal 
in quality to those heretofore im- 
ported, are said to be abundant on 
our coasts, especially in New Eng- 
land. Those with large bushy fronds 
are tho most valuable.

Yet the time 
ot the beginning of any of these 
eclipses, and the path of totality or 
partial obscuration can bo calculated 
to the moment or the mile. This is a 
matter difficult to explain to the ama- 
teur in language to be easily under- 
stood. The statement of the fact is 
sufficient. To ordinary students or 
observers the reasons for totality or 
partial obscuration are much more in- 
teresting, simply with the passing ot 
each year.

24 hours. A caterpillar eats twice its 
weight of leaveB every day; but a 
potato beetle devours every duy at 
least five times its weight ot foliage, 
every bit ot which represents Just so 
much money to the farmer. 

The most destructive ot all insects, 
however, is the grasshopper, which, 
when in good health, consumes in a 
duy ten times its weight ot vegeta- 
tion. No wonder that whole districts 
are devastated by its multitudinous 
swarms.

George Edwin Jepson. who died nt 
the Soldiers’ Hospital. Chelsea, Tues- 
dny. was horn in Boston, November 
12. 1843. When n very young man he 
enlisted In Company A. Thirteenth 
Massachusetts Volunteers, and was 
three years In active service. 

He was married in November, 1871. 
to Emma Fitch of Holliston. Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. .lepson comes from one of the 
oldest of the Boston families. His 
father was William .lepson, whose 
father, grandfather and great grnnd- 
[ father were named William, and lived 
in Boston all their lives. The Bark 
Street Church Burying (-round shows 
the burial of Ruth Jepson ns early as 
1670. the wife of the origninl John 
who was the father of William. 

Ho was also a great grandson of 
Mnjor Call of Boston, who nt one time 
was on Washington’s staff. 

For a number of years he gnve his 
full time to literary work, writing 
regularly short stories for Frank Ia»s 
H e’s Weekly, and he also contributed 
tunny articles on the Civil War. which 
have been published in the lending 
papers of Boston and elsewhere. 

For more than twenty venrs ho was 
in the Boston Custom House until ill 
health compelled him to retire. 

He was Commander of the Isaac B. 
Patton. Post. Grand Army of the Re- 
public nt Watertown, where he lived 
many years. 

In politics he was always a stanch 
Republican, and nctive locally to fur- 
ther the interests of his party. 

The last few yenrs of his life he hns 
lived on Jefferson street in Newton. 

He was always busy, and during 
the past year when his suffering was 
most acute he continued his literary 
pursuits among other things writing 
photo plays. The two best known be- 
ing ’’The Warden’s Wife.” and "The 
Claws of Greed.” which have delighted 
thousands of people all over this coun- 
try 

He is survived by a widow and six 
children. William A. and George W.. 
living in Melrose. Paul R.. in Hartford. 
Ct.. Mrs. T. C. Walker in Newton. Mrs. 
Pratt Thompson in Hartford. Ct.. and 
Mrs. W. O. Walker in Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia.

MISS FLOOD HONORED 


CHRISTMAS EVE 


The storm and blizzard last Sunday 
afternoon caused a large amount of 
damage to the Edison company, and 
tlm Telephone company, with poles 
and wires down all over the city. A 
large number of signs and bill boards 
were blown down, as well as many 
trees and branches. Possibly the 
greatest damage was done on Waver- 
ley nvenue between Washington and 
Tremont streets, whore one of the 
lnrgo elm trees, probably the oldest In 
the city was blown down, falling across 
the street, and blocking trnfllc until 
Monday night. It Is most unusual for 
elm trees to be uprooted In this man- 


ner and is doubtless duo to the nature 
of the soil and the proximity to a 
brook. Forest Commissioner Colton 
estimates the tree to be over 110 years 
of age and states that it measured 42 
inches in diameter, ten feet from its 
roots. Its removal cost the city over 
$113 besides the damage done to the 
roadbed.

PIIILIP WILLNKK 

Mr. Philip Wlllner, who died last 
Sunday at his home, 175 Auburn street, 
Auburndale, was born at Schweiszing. 
Bohemia. May 1, 1828. He came to 
America in 1848, and taught succes- 
sively in schools and colleges of Ohio, 
Tennessee, New York, and Massachu- 
setts, incidentally in many of the pri- 
vate schools of Boston and vicinity, 
before settling about fifty years ago at 
Auburndale. Subsequently he occu- 
pied for thirteen years the chair of 
Modern Languages at the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute, returning to a 
position at Lasell Seminary. 

He was married in 1857 to Mary 
Dorr Dutton of Boston, who died in 
1897.

Dear Friend: After the turmoil and I 
confusion of a busy day at the Sea- 
man's Hospital. The Dreadnought." 
located near the Royal Albert docks. 
London, England, it is with pleasure 
one’s thoughts pass from the pain and 
misery resulting from the war to the 
United States, where reigns peace, ami 
then to quiet. Newton home. 

When planning for hospital work. I 
expected to see sorrow and suffering 
hut no Imagination can conceive the 
awfulness of condition which results 
from continued trench duty, deafness, 
blindness, forms of paralysis, delu- 
sions, hallucinations, loss of memory, 
shattered constitutions and not n 
wound on the patient. All resulting 
from the worry, dampness, uncertainty, 
filth and general depressive surround 
ings. Do these men want to return 
to the firing line? No.! Are they pa 
trlotlc? Yes. Do they want to see 
peace by Intervention? No. Para- 
doxical you say! 

The spirit of Britain is aroused! 
They feel that no lasting peace can be 
arranged and with a vindictiveness one 
can scarcely conceive, they feel that 
the German and his allies must be 
"ground to powder." as one gentleman 
expressed it. “and the ashes blown by 
the four winds of heaven." Then whv 
not return after once off the invalid 
list. The awfulness of the warfare 
makes It a veritable slaughter. One 
soldier In telling me of a battle de- 
scribed the Germans as “marching in 
solid phalanx, shoulder to shoulder and 
as the machine guns with their rapid 
fire mowed them down it lost all sem- 
blance of a fight and became carnage." 
He can't get the fearful impression 
from his mind. When he closes his 
eyes, the awfulness of the scene is 
lived over again and while his patriot- 
ism has not waned nor ardor dimin- 
ished. he feels that he can't stand it 
to live among those scenes erain or 
his reason will desert him forever!

It’s a strange London one sees after 
nightfall! All show window lights are 
shaded so no reflection illumines the 
sidewalk; in most windows shades are 
drawn, at least, half way down. Street 
lights have the globes painted black so 
that only two or three Inches of lower 
portion allows rays to penetrate to 
street Autos have Just the dimmest 
kind of illumination hut what Is lack- 
ing in that direction they try to make 
up by tooting of horn so that In "thea- 
ter land” at opening and closing hours 
the din Is almost deafening. The rail- 
way cars, which I use in goin from 
docks to London are built In compart- 
ments; one light in center of each. 
A reflector envelops it like a small sec- 
tion of stovepipe and lucky. Indeed, is 
the man who gets directly underneath 
it If he wishes to read hls paper, for 
only two of the twelve occupants can 
get its rays. In tram cars, reading is 
absolutely out of the question. Blue 
glass globes give Just the faintest il- 
lumination. so faint that I never even 
try to count my change, no mean feat 
let me assure you in broad daylight 
when you are handling farthings, ha’- 
pennies. pence, shillings, florins and 
half crowns instead of our American 
coins. That aliens are not knocked 
down in crossing the streets seems al- 
most miraculous for with the lack of 
illumination there is the added con- 
fusion of looking in the wrong direc- 
tion for passing vehicles as they drive 
on the left side of the street instead 
of the right as is customary in Newton- 
Notwithstanding the handicaps one' 
gets around London very nicely. Sub- 
ways form a network under the city 
and they’re not like Boston's, built 
near the surface, but eighty feet under 
ground, they call them "The Under- 
ground." One descends a flight of 
steps; comes to the " Booking Stand”

EDITORIAL 

Eight members of the present board 
of aldermen retire to private life to- 
morrow afternoon when the new city 
government will he inaugurated, and 
is by far the greatest change made in 
the personnel of the board for many 
years. 

Alderman a. Stuart Pratt, chairman 
of the Finance committee for the past 
two years, retires after four years of 
splendid service. Mr. Pratt has such 
an extensive knowledge of large busi- 
ness affairs that he has been of the 
greatest assistance during the trying 
period of experimenting with new 
plans of municipal accounting and the 
city owes him a debt for services 
which it can never repay. 

Alderman Joseph W. Bartlett has 
also been one of the leaders in the re- 
tiring board, and as chairman of the 
committee on Claims and Rules has 
been instrumental in shaping many 
important matters of legislation. Mr. 
Bartlett’s legal ability was freely 
drawn upon during the many weeks 
of illness of the late City Solicitor 
Slocum, as well as at frequent inter- 
vals during his three years of service. 

In selecting its future mayors, the 
citizens of Newton ought not to over- 
look the many qualifications for the 
office, possessed by both Messrs. Pratt 
and Bartlett. 

Alderman Abbott B. Rice, who re- 
tires after three years of service, dur- 
ing which he has been chairman of 
one of the important committees of the 
board, has failed to win the entire con- 
fidence of the other members, largely 
due to the prejudiced point of view 
which he usually took on all im- 
portant matters. Mr. Rice should be 
given credit, however, tor his attitude 
towards keeping public garages off of 
Commonwealth avenue, and for the 
care and attention given to all kinds 
of licenses. 

Alderman Harry D. Cabot, who has 
served four years, has been an able 
member of the Public Works commit- 
tee and is largely responsible for the 
present policy of the city regarding 
, the laying out of streets under the 
betterment act. 

Alderman Joseph B. Jamieson has 
also given four years of able service 
and has been an important member of 
the Finance committee and its study 
of the problem of school appropria- 
tions. 

Alderman Grosvenor Calkins has 
been a “come back” the past year, hav- 
ing served a two year term, a few 
years ago. Mr. Calkins has a most 
refreshing habit of getting directly to 
the heart of any matter before the 
board or committee, and wlnle he has 
had but little opportunity the past 
year, he was recognized as one of the 
most reliable members of the board.

The close of the year 1915 marks the 
retirement from office in this city of a 
gentleman who has made a remark- 
able record for public service both in 
the municipality and in the Common- 
wealth. Hon. Henry E. Bothfelu has 
given practically twenty-five years of 
his life in serving the city as mayor, 
alderman, as a member of the former 
common council, and as chairman and 
as a member of the school committee, 
and for the past six years has repre- 
sented this city in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Beacon Hill. Few men 
have served with greater ability and 
none have equalled this splendid rec- 
ord. Mr. Bothfeld was 31 years of 
age when he was elected to the Com- 
mon Council, where he served for two 
years. He was then elected an aider- 
man lor the next two years ami was 
honored, both years, with the presid- 
ency ot that body and was chairman 
of its most important committees. His 
work in connection with the prelimi- 
nary plans of laying out of Common- 
wealth avenue and the abolition of the 
grade crossings, led to the unusual 
honor of an unanimous election as 
mayor for the year 1895. During his

When one stops to 
consider that the population of Newton 
is so scattered that access to the main 
library Is convenient to about 15 
per cent of the inhabitants, the fact 
that our circulation rivals and some- 
times exceeds that of cities of twice 
our size, is no small tribute to the 
work of the library officials. 

Miss Thurston has been connected 
with the library for so long a period, 
that her retirement conies as a per- 
sonal loss to many of its patrons, and 
she will have their heartiest wishes 
for her future welfare.

MR. RICK REPLIES 


To the Editor of The Newton Graphic, 

Newton. Mass. 

My dear Editor: 

in as much ns the result of the City 
Election was a surprise to many, It 
seems to me that the citizens of New- 
ton, espeeinlly those who gnve me 
their support, nre entitled to know 
some of tlie causes t lint brought about 
this result. 

After the primaries had been bold 
nnd an analysis of the vote showed 
thnl Mr. Childs bad received the Re- 
publican Nomination by means of 
Democratic votes, it became evident 
that the Republican party would be 
left without a representative nominee 
nt the election. 

On tlie day following the Primaries 
Mr. Blakemore made it pic in that be 
di«l not intend to enter the contest 
again. There was need for immediate 
action provided the Republican party 
was to have a candidate of their own 
choice. Letters and telephone cal’s 
from people in all sections of the city 
urged me to enter the contest. A 
group of my supporters came together, 
considered the matter in my absence, 
and it was the unanimous opinion of 
them nil that I should run as a Re- 
publican Independent. Nomination 
papers were immediately circulated 
and signed by hundreds of voters from 
all sections of the city. 

Having received this nomination I 
started in at once on an active cam- 
paign. Though I had entered the con- 
tent against great odds, sentiment 
quickly changed and by Friday, De- 
cember 10th it looked as though I had 
an even chance. As soon as this be- 
came known many of Mr. Rlakemore’s 
supporters joined my political oppo- 
nents nnd decided to defeat me at any 
cost. 

An eleventh hour campaign of vi- 
cious attack was started. I do not 
know all the stories that were circu- 
lated but among other things it* was 
stated that “I was uneducated, that I 
could scarcely read or write, that my 
family was ordinary, that 1 did not 
measure up to the standard of previ- 
ous Mayors, that I was opposed to 
labor and intended to lay oft city em- 
ployees during the winter, that I fav- 
ored doing the work of the city by 
contract, that I had not acted squarely 
in my efforts to save the city many 
thousands of dollars on its garage, 
that l had written an article against 
city solicitor Bishop, that I was the 
only alderman who had voted against 
him and that if elected I would dis- 
charge him. that I was going to dis- 
charge the city forester, the Build- 
ing Commissioner and possibly tlie 
chief of police, that 1 had not dealt 
fairly with Mr. Blakemore and that my 
candidacy was purely a personal issue 
and that 1 was far too dangerous a 
man to till tlie office of Mayor.” 

If these charges had been true 1 
certainly deserved to be defeated. On 
the contrary they were all absolutely 
false. They were circulated, however, 
too late to lie answered and hundreds 
of voters who might be expected to 
vote for me in the interest of good gov- 
ernment were no doubt influenced by 
these false reports to vote for Mr. 
Childs. 

Men who circulate lies or make 
false accusations to gain their politi- 
cal ends deserve the severest condem- 
nation by their fellow men and re- 
spectable citizens who aid in circulat- 
ing such reports are not blameless. 
The voters of Newton who were in- 
fluenced by these false charges to vote 
against me should demand an account- 
ing either from me or from those 
making the charges. 1 stand ready 
to answer publicly to any charge 
which was made against me.

1M BUI MARKETS DISCONTINUED 


The Bureau of Public Markets which 
has been doing business in Xewton- 
ville and Newton Centre for over two 
months lias been discontinued during 
the cold spell. 

According to figures, furnished by 
Mr. Horace W. Hall. Superintendent 
of tlie Markets, the total business has 
aggregated over $19,000. In a great 
many cases the markets proved con- 
venient places for citizens to trade 
and a great many sales beneficial to 
tlie patrons have resulted, while on 
tlie other hand numerous complaints 
have been registered against tlie un- 
sanitary conditions to which goods for 
sale were exposed and also ft number 
of cases where exorbitant prices have 
been charged and for goods misrepre- 
sented. 

Mr. Hall is firm in the belief that 
Newton should not he without such a 
bureau and is now sending a card to 
every resident of the city asking their 
opinion regarding tlie future of tiie 
markets, which he plans to organize 
in every section of tlie city, if the mat- 
ter is favorably considered by the 1916 
Board of Aldermen. So far lie lias 
had a great muny replies favoring the 
project and only a few in opposition.

RECORDS OF SONGS OF BIRDS 


Gramophone Has Been Successfully 
Employed in a New and 
Interesting Way 

The gramophone is sometimes put 
to strange uses. The leader of an 
African hunting expedition, who set 
out on a motor trip from the Cape of 
Cairo, recently used It as a decoy for 
tigers and hippopotami. In tiger- 
hunting it is usual to tether a lamb 
to a tree; its bleatlngs attract the 
tiger within reach of the hunters. Be- 
fore leaving England the explorer had 
some records made of bleating lambs, 
and, says, a recent writer, he tried 
them on the unsuspecting tigers of the 
African jungle with considerable suc- 
cess. 

The record makers gained one of 
their greatest triumphs when they suc- 
ceeded In getting good nightingale 
and blackbird records. The chief dif- 
ficulty was the objection that birds 
had to the sounds of the recording 
machines. The clever men got round 
that by setting up a dummy record- 
ing machine, In the horh of which 
they put some of the birds’ favorite 
food. 

When the bird entered the horn to 
get the food the clockwork was set 
In motion. The little creatures soon 
grew accustomed to the sound, and 
so, after much tedious and discourag- 
ing labor, successful records were 
made. These records are selling in 
thousands all over the world

(ticket offici i pays .or his .-ekot nc- 
cording t o distance ho wishes to travel; 
gets on the ‘lift’’ (elevator) and is 
transported to the realms below. If 
his destination Is on that Uno he has 
only to watch the signs ns In Boston, 
hut. If perchance he has to take an- 
other connecting line, he wnlks and 
turns till the Dudley Street terminal 
seems as simple in comparison ns the 
multiplication table of "10s" is to that 
of "13s". The attendants are very 
courteous and do all In their power to 
assist you. the 'bobbies” (policemen) 
likewise, hut there comes up a more 
or less cockney accent which makes it 
somewhat difficult for an American to 
understand. Automobiles, double-deck- 
ed. give one a splendid opportunity to 
see the sights at a minimum expense. 
Speaking of cockney accent, a class- 
mate In college (Dr. Horn) is located 
at ”1 Hey Hill. Berkeley Square.” 
Wishing to call 1 walked up Piccadilly 
to Berkeley Hotel and stopped to en- 
quire the direction from that point. 
The porter didn't seem to recognize 
the street and referred me to another 
one who promptly said to the first one 
" 'e said number one *i 'ill didn’t ‘o’’ 
whereupon porter No. I promptly lo- 
cated me. 

One is impressed with the smallness 
of the world, no matter how "distant 
he may roam.” Last night at dinner, 
Dr. Horn, formerly of Boston, Mr. 
Westercourt, American vice-consul, also 
a former Bostonian, and myself were 
tented at a quartette table. Boston, 
past and present, naturally, formed 
a basis of conversation when Mr. West- 
ercourt looking up suddenly said “I 
tell you whnt. doctor. I wish Mr. Geo. 
T. Coppins. my friend from Newton- 
Boston were here tonight to complete 
a Boston quartette”! 

Under contrasting circumstances in 
the forecastle among the horsemen on 
Sunday afternoon, a sort of praise and 
song service was being conducted. At 
its close a young man asked me if ”1 
was from Newton." and In response to 
"Yes" disclosed that he was from No 
nantum. knew the "Porter boys" from 
their athletic ability and was only 
sorry that he wouldn’t, he in Newton 
election day so as to "cast his vote for 
Mayor Childs." 

During daylight hours one finds no- 
thing to indicate the war conditions 
which overshadow the nation. Shops 
are running briskly; newsboys do not 
make the noise and commotion incident 
to displaying their wares at home and 
the spirit of Christmas shopping seems, 
to a stranger, normal. However, "the 
Khaki” is in evidence everywhere; 
marching through the streets with 
bands and martial music of companies 
whose epaulettes denote Canada, Aus- 
tralia. New Zealand, Ireland and Scot- 
land all hours of the day; meetings at 
public centres where good speakers 
strive to encourage the youth to re- 
cruit; posters In windows; billboard 
exhibitions of a big red arrow point- 
ing to the "nearest recruiting station"; 
autos filled with pale-faced soldiers 
who are convalescent : the empty sleeve 
or trouser leg; Red Cross ambulances; 
hospital ships with the red cross prom- 
inently painted at prow, sides and 
stern and usually an electric sign of 
red bulbs; Red Cross nurses in count- 
less numbers; these and many others 
give unmistakable evidence of the 
“grim reality.” No more is the tourist 
allowed to see the dungeons of the 
loner: an air of secrecy and mystery 
pervades. Thousands of prisoners have 
been captured but no one seems to 
know where they are kept. The strict- 
est surveillance is kept over aliens. 1 
wished to call on Mrs. R. E. Jones of 
West Croyden, mother of Mrs. It. O. 
Walter ot Newton, but was informed 
that in order to do so I must have a 
passport which was made out in Bos- 
ton and to even visit the hospitals of 
London I have to register daily at 
police headquarters. These alien laws 
are becoming stricter all the while and 
in the general chaos, the Interpreta- 
tion of alien privileges is so largely 
individual by officials that, the alien 
doesn’t know where “he is at." To my 
sorrow the first duy in port when arriv- 
ing at the docks in early evening the

I remember reading an unecdote of 
I Charles Dudley Warner in which he 
replied to the query "Are you happy?” 
while on a fishing trip. "Well! 1 liuve 
little spurts of enjoyment!" This trip 
has too, been one of "spurts of enjoy- 
ment." Tremendous is the uddition to 
the hauling art of an understanding 
of so called nervous diseases. The 
press is giving columns of space to the 
wonderful progress surgery is making 
and fortunate indeed is the physician 
who can come in actual contact with 
these cases. 1 am the only alien physi- 
cian at the "Dreadnought" but my as- 
sociates represent West Indies. North 
England, Austraiiu and London. Eve- 
nings we sing the same college songs 
that a Harvard boy would know, "Su- 
wanee Liver," "Old Black Joe, rent- 

ing Tonight,” and us a finale "Auld 
Lung Syne," with hands clasped stand- 
ing in a circle, not knowing but that 
tin* next hour will come *.?ie call for 
the "front" of one of our number. 

As I finish this letter, i am looking 
from my window. The searchlights 
which have been exploring the aeavens 
for aircraft are covered. The dimness 
of strut lamps only tends to make 
more brilliant the starry firmament 
und in the quiet while one’s thoughts 
are mellow as he thinks of his wife, hiu 
children, his home, his friends, there 
comes stealing over him, irresistulily a 
feeling that watching above the sturs 
Is the mighty Jehovah, who is looking 
down on Newton and London, on war 
and peace, on right and wrong, and 
who though he 

"moves in u mysterious wuy 
his wonders to perform" 
will bring out of this chaos, ruin and 
despair uii everlasting triumphant 
PEACE.
